THE TIENTSIN MASSACRE. 

A Buuvg-Book on the subject of the Tientsin Massacre 
was distributed this day. The Correspondence it contains ig 
very voluminous, and with much of it our readers have been 
made acquainted time to time by the statements issned 
from the Foreign-office. Some new light is, however, thrown 
upon the proceedings by the letters of Earl GRANVILLE, 
which we have now, for the first time, the opportunity of 
seeing. Lord Granvinue's first letter is addressed to M. pg 
LavALerrs, the French. Ambassador :-— 

Foreign-office, August 25, 1870. 

M. l’AmBassapgur,—I have the honour to acknowledge the receipt 
of your Excellency’s letter of the 18th instant, referrmg to the late 
unfortunate massacre of French subjects at Tientsin, and requesting 
that the support of Her Majeaty’s Representative may be afforded to 
M. Rochechouart in his demands for the punishment of the male- 
factors. 

In reply, I have the honour to inform your Excellency that Her 

fajesty’s Government have not ag yet received any details of the events 
in China to which yoar Excellency refers; but that they cannot hesi- 
tate to instruct Her Majesty's Representative in China to co-operate 
with the Legation of the Emperor in order to obtain the punishment 
of the parties who were concerned in the outrages of waich French 
subjects have been the victims. —I am, &c. (Signed) Granvinur. 


The next letter is addressed to Mr. Wave :-— 

Foreign- office, Sept. 15, 1870. 

S1r,—I have received your despatches from June 26 to J uly 3, 
giving details of the shocking maseacre of Europeans at Tientsin on 

ane 21. : 

The accounts of that tranraction which had been previously received 
from the outports, and which are now officially confirmed by your 
reporte, have been received by Her Majesty's Government with the 
deepest concern : and though only one British subject connected with 
the French missionary eatablishinents was o victim, their sorrow and 
their sympathy apply to all who suffered on the occasion, and who 
appear in many cases to have been pat to death with the most revolt- 
ing cruelty. 

Suit it has been a relief to Her Majesty's Government to find that, 
with the exception which I have alluded to, they have not to lament the 
loss of any British life or Property ; and they highly appreciate the 
judgment, firmness, and temper shown by Mr. Acting Consul Lay 
under circumstances of so trying a character, and to which they do 
not doubt the safety of the British community is, ina great degree, 
to be attributed. : 

Her Majesty’s Government would fain hope, and they are encouraged 
to do s0 by your telegram of the 16th of August, that there has heen 
no serious disturbance since the date of the original massacre. They 
can perfectly understand the alarm and anxiety which that calamity 
excited in the minds of all foreigners located in China, and the excite. 
ment which it must have caused amongst the Chinese authorities and 
people. The presence, however, of Her Majesty's ships of war on the 
coasts of China will, it is to be hoped, have reassured Her Majesty's 
subjecta and those of foreign Powers. and have served to keep in check 
any dieposition on the part of the Chinese to attempt similar outrages 
in other quarte:s. cen 

The question of the reaponsibility of the Chineso Government and 
ita provincial authorities for what has occurred, as well as that of pre- 

enting similar outrages hereafter, are, however, beset with peculiar 
difficulty at the present moment, in consequence of the present state 
of things in France, where the attention of the Government adminis- 
tering the country since the dethronement of the Emperor Napoleon 
is engrossed by the difficulties of a war which has no parallel in mo- 
dern times, and which convulses the country from one end of it to the 
other. 

True it is that British interests in China must be placed more or 
leas in jeopardy by disturbances, from whatever cause arising; but in 
dealing with such a question as that now before Her Majesty’s Govern- 
ment, it cinnot be denied that the grievance to be redressed is not in its 
origin British grievance, and that the demand for redreas, however 


justly it may be insisted on, should proceed in the first instance from 


the nation to whom the wrong has been done. 
Her Majeaty’s Goverament would exert whatever moral influence it 
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may possess to induce the Chinese Government to satisfy any reasqn- 
able demand which France may make; but they cannot conceal from 
themselves that the calamity has been the result of a system which 
they have always deprecated as dangerous and impolitic, and which 
they have long foreseen might lead to events sgch as they now deplore. 

It is for the reasons such as these, it ig from Knowing that migsion- 
ary zeal might lead to consequences not only fatal to those devoted 
persons who apply themselves to spread Chgjgtianity in China, but cal- 
culated to put in jeopardy the lives and interests of the whole foreign 
community, that Her Majesty's Government have felt it their duty to 
discountenance missionary operations which secmed likely to give rise 
to difficulties with the Chinese Government and people; and Her 
Majesty’s Government trust most sincercly that British missionaries 
will take warning from what has befallen the Roman Catholic mis- 
sionaries at Tientsin, and conduct their operations with the utmost 
prudence, and with a steady purpose to abstain from exciting suspicion 
or animosity among the Chinese, and to insist upon their proselytes 
not looking upon their conversion to Christianity as releasing them 
from their general duties as subjects of China. 

I have not yet heard what impression has been made on the Govern- 
ment of the United States by these late events, or what course they 
propose to follow, both for the protection of their general interests 
and for that of their missionaries, who, I believe, are also engaged in 
proselytising in China. 

But, aa mattera stand, it is quite clear that the only policy which 
can be pursued is one of an expectant character, though that should 
not preclude every attempt that can be made, without compromising 
fature liberty of action, to impress upon the Chinese Government the 
necessity of anticipating demands that may possibly be made upon 
them for redress, and for security against the recurrence of outbreaks 
against the foreign community which may involve China most seriously 
with other Powers. 

The Chinese Government, indeed, seem to be alive to the necessity 
of acting in this manner; and the despatch of a special envoy with a 
deprecatory mission to France may be taken as an indication of appre- 
hension. It will be your duty to keep alive and take advantage of 
such apprehension, and not to allow them to suppose that the present 
embarrassments under which France labours hold out to China a pro- 
spect of impunity for what has passed, or of security against the con- 
sequences of any repetition of offence towards foreigners. 

The Chinese Government has the power to restrain its provincial 
authorities, and to make them feel that they are responsible for the 
safety of all foreigners residing in the country and engaged in their 
lawful pursuits; and you will press this point on the Chinese Ministers, 
as necessary to be borne in mind if they desire to avoid embarrassing 
questions with foreign Powers.—I am, &c.,

The next letter to the same is dated October 6th :— 


Foreign-office, October 6, 1870. 
Sra,—Since the date of my despatch of the 15th of September I 
have received your despatches of the 16th of July to the 17th of July, 
reporting proceedings up to that date, with reference to the massacre 
at Tientsin; and I have also received your telegram despatched from 
Kiachta on the 26th of September, stating that all was quiet at Peking 
and the ports, though a feeling of uneasiness still prevailed at Tientsin. 


I stated to you by telegraph, on the 26th of September, three days 
after the receipt of your despatches, but before that of your telegram, 
that it was the desire of Her Majesty's Government that you should 
urge on the Chinese Government, if they wished to avoid serious dif- 
ference with England, that it was absolutely necessary that they should 
provide for the protection, during the winter, of British subjects and 
their property at Tientsin and other places after the necessary with- 
drawal, in consequence of the season, of the British naval forces. I 
informed you that Her Majesty’s Government relied upon you for in- 
sisting with firmness on this demand, while avoiding any langnage 
which might be unnecessarily irritating; and I desired you, if you 
shonld entertain a doubt as to the sufficiency of Chinese protection, 
to warn British subjects that it was not to be relied on, and to 
offer them, with the concurrence of the Admiral, means of with- 
drawing to some place of safety. But I told you at the same 
time that ‘you should hold the Chinese Government responsible 
for any damage done to British property during the absence of 
its owners. In order, however, that you might feel no doubt as 
to the extent of discretion imputed to you, and that it did not 
imply authority to adopt measures of direct hostility againet China, I 
enjoined you on no account to sanction a British occupation of the 
Taku forta without orders from home. 


It was a great satisfaction to Her Majesty's Government to learn by 
your telegram just received, that in the three months that had elapsed 
between its date and the date of the massacre nothing had occurred 
calculated to show that that tragedy was likely to be repeated in other 
parts of China, or to warrant the opinion, perhaps not unnaturally en- 
tertained on the spot in the firat moments of alarm, that it indicated 
a determination on the part of the Chinese authorities and people to 
exterminate foreigners in general. 

Doubtless the news of what had occurred at Tientsin has becn much 
canvassed throughout China, and in judging of the present de- 
meanour of the Chinese, which anpears to have caused much anxiety 
to foreigners, it may perhaps not be unreasonable to attribute it, in 
some degree at least, to apprehension on the part of the former as to 
the consequences which may ensue from the massacre. 

Such an outrage, indeed, can admit of neither excuse nor palliation; 
but perhaps some explanation of it, viewed as an isolated measure, 
which it would appear to have been, may be found in the fact, suffi- 
ciently notorious to all persons connected with China, that both the 
authorities and the people have thoughi that they had reason to com- 

lain of foreign missionary establishments ; and some catastrophe has 
ong been anticipated asnot unlikely to result from the interference 


of, foreign misaionaries in support of their converte, who have, it is

alleged, been taught to look upon conversion to Christianity as releas- 
ing them from their obligations of submission to the local authorities. 

The late attack appeara to have been directed chiefly against Roman 
Citholic missionary establishments under French protection, and 
when the fury of the mob was expended on them, the Protestant mis- 
sionary establishments, with few exceptions, and those being in the 
immediate vicinity of the French, appear to have been left unmo- 
lested, and to have continued so up to the present time. 

As the case stands, Great Britain, then, is not the party principally 
concerned ; she has no wrong to avenge as deliberately done to her 
own subjects, although it is much to be lamented that one of Her 
Majesty's subjects, associated with the French Sisterhood, in an insti- 
tution under the protection of the French authorities, shared their 
fate. Whatever course, in the common and general interest, it might 
have been advisable to take in concert with France, if France had in- 
vited her co-operation, Great Britain is under no moral or inter- 
national obligation to stand forth alone as the redresser of wrongs 
done to the subjects of a foreign Power, and for the purpose of de- 
fending and upholding missionary proceedings in a foreign country, 
carried on without the sanction of Parliament, and by which no general 
national interest can be subserved. 

I have already instracted you to give your moral support to any rea- 
sonable application for redreas which the French Government may 
make. If that redress is refused, it will be matter of further con- 
sideration for Her Majesty's Government, whether any, and if at all 
how far, material assistance may be given to the French Government 
to obtain it. 

In any case Her Majesty’s Government fully recognise the duty of 
affording efficient protection to British subjects in China; and, with 
this view, of providing in the ports of China an amount of naval force 
adequate for the protection of British interests, though not sufficient 
to warrant the assumption that an intention exists on the part of Her 
Majesty's Government that it should be employed in active hostility 
against the Chinese Empire. Vice-Admiral Sir Henry Kellett appears 
to have already at his disposal a sufficient naval force to admit of his 
providing for the safety of British interests at the several Treaty 
ports, and when the approach of winter compels him to withdraw the 
ships from the Northern ports he will bave still larger naval means 
available for the protection.of the rest. Her Majeaty’s Government 
have, moreover, considered whether a detachment of marines could be 
stationed on shore at Tientsin and Taku during the winter, but it ap- 
pears that such @ measure would be attended with great difficulty, and 
would involve little short of military occupation with a considerable 
force of those places. 

Such a measure is out of the question. We have no sure ground 
for anticipating, either on the part of the Government or people of 
China, measures of outrage against British subjects ; and we have no 
complaint to urge against China which would justify an act of direct 
hostility against her. The only course therefore open to us is that 
which has already been prescribed to you by telegraph, and which I 
have recapitulated at the commencement of this despatch, namely, 
the withdrawal during the winter months from the frozen-up ports of 
British subjects who might be unwilling to remain there. 

Her Majesty's Government have recourse to such a measure with 
much reluctance, and are not insensible that it is attended with a 
certain degree of risk, namely, that of leading the Chinese Govern- 
ment to draw conclusions from it, which, however unwarranted, might 
prove dangerous to the maintenance of amicable relations with China. 

On the other hand, however, the measure may not be unattended 
with good results. There is no reas-n to suppose that the Chinese 
Government have any deliberate purpose to quarrel with this country, 
and, to judge from your report, they are looking forward with no 
small apprehension as to the course which the Western Powers may 
be induced by the massacre at Tientsin to take; and in this state of 
feelings on their part no better test can be applied to their ability to 
coutrol the local authorities and populace throughout China than the 
course which they may pursue when it is distinctly brought before 
them that, if they do not control both, they will be held responsible 
when the return of spring reopens the Gulf of Fechili and the Peiho 
River to tbe British naval forces. 

You will learn from the inclosed copies of lettere to the Board of 
Admiralty that measures will at once be taken to place at Vice-Ad- 
miral Sir Henry Kellett’s disposal a body of marines intended eventu- 
ally to replace the regiment of infantry now stationed in Japan, and 
also the cautionary instructions which will be given tothe Admiral for 
his general guidance. These are in substance the sameas those which 
were long since issued for the guidance of naval officers in the Chinese 
seas ; and I have only to state to you, in conclusion, that Her Majesty’s 
Government rely not only on your prudence and firmness when com- 
municating with the Chinese authorities, but also on your earnest co- 
operation with the Admiral for the support of the great British intereata 
which have grown up in China. —I am, &., (Signed) GRaNnVILLE. 


In his next letter Lord GranviLLE mentions Miss O'SuLt- 
van’s name for the first time :— 

Foreign-office, October 7, 1870. 

Srr,—In your despatch of the 8rd July you mention that a British 
subject named Alice O'Sullivan, born at Clonmel on the Ist Dec., 1836, 
was among the Sisters of Mercy mardered at Tientain on the 21at June, 
being designated among the Sisterhood, according to your despatch of 
the 16th July, as Sister Louise. You appear from your letter to 
Prince Kung of the 9th July, inclosed in that despatch, to have been 
acquainted with her, and to have seen her but a short time before her 
departure from Peking for Tientsin. 

You did perfectly right in calling Prince Kang's attention specifi- 
cally to the case of Alice O'Sullivan, and in taking advantage of the 
opportunity to impress upon the Prince in strong terms the gross 
injustice and absurdity of imputing to this Sisterhood, zealously en- 
gaged in works of charity, crimes of such an odioug character as those 
which served as a rallying cry for their murderers. 
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out to him that not only would the Chinese Government be held bound 
to mete out a full measure of justice to the criminals, but that it 
would also, if it sincerely desired to maintain friendly relations with 
foreign nations, set itself in all earnestness about dizabusing the 
popular mind of the false impressions which it had conceived, and take 
most decided measures for the personal security of all foreigners re- 
siding in China. 

As regards Alice O'Sullivan herself, I should wish to be informed ag 
goon as possible whether she was registered as a British subject, or 
whether she held herself to be exclusively under French protection 
while associated with the French Sisterhood. —I am, &c.,

On the 19th October Lord GranvitLE wrote to Mr. 
Wane :— 


I have to acquaint you that if, on communication with Vice- 
Admiral Kellett, you should be jointly of opinion that the naval force 
which he can station at Shanghai is not sufficient for the defence of 
British interests at that place, you are authorised to apply to the 
commanding officer of Her Majesty's military forces at Hong Kong, or 
in Japan, for a detachment of infantry, which, on its arrival at 
Shanghai might be held in readiness on board ship, to be landed in 
cage of disturbances affecting British life or property. : 


Again on the 26th :— 


Her Majesty’s Government approve of your proceedings as therein 
reported, ik urging on the Yamen the necessity of taking steps with 
a view to disabuse the public mind of the trath of the charges brought 
against Christians, whether native or foreign, in regard to the bewitoh- 
ment of children, their abduction, or the mutilation of their corpses. 


The outbreak of war between France and Prussia became 
known at Tientsin in the third week in July. On the 24th 
October Lord GranviLLE wrote to Lord ,Lyons, Her Ma- 
gesty’s Ambassador at Tours :— 


M. Tissot has been directed by the French Government to ask mea 
what Her Majesty’s Government thought of the present state of affairs 
in China, with reference to the. refusal of the Chinese Government to 
comply with the demands of M. Rochechouart, the French Chargé 
d’A ffaires. © 

I explained to him generally the nature of the instructions given to 
Mr. Wade, with which your Excellency is acquainted; that he was 
authorised to facilitate the withdrawal of any British subjects from 
Tien'sin and other places which, during the winter, could not be ap- 
proached by water, if they desired to depart; that we had, moreover, 
arranged for sending out as a reinforcement to the British squadron a 
body of 300 marines, and that Mr. Wade and the British admiral had 
been authorised to apply to the commanding officers in Japan and at 
Hong Kong for a detachment of infantry if they should jointly be of 
opinion that such a measure was required for the defence of Shanghai. 
These measures, I said, had been taken with a view to protection against 
any’pressing and immediate danger, but we reserved any further instruc- 
tions with reference to what had taken place at Tientsin until we learned 
the result of the diplomatic negotiations in progre:s. 

T further said that during the three months that had elapsed since the 
massacre, merchants and missionaries had continually expreased great 
alarm for the safety of foreigners in China, but that Her Majesty’s 
Representative and Admiral, although alive to the possibility of danger, 
were not equally alarmed ; and that it would seem that the French 

Chargé d'A ffaires, who at first acted with great calmness and judgment, 
had at a later period been somewhat precipitate in his demands, 

A private telegram had, however, arrived, which seemed to show that 
reparation had been made by the Chinese Government.—I am, &c.,

On the 12th December Lord GranviLLE wrote again to Mr. 
Wane :— 


I have received from Mr. Consul Hughes n copy of his despatch to 
you respecting the imprisonment of unoffending native Christians at 
Wooching, and I have to instruct you to call the serious attention of the 
Chinese Government to the matter. 


In reply to the communication from the Shanghai Cham- 
ber of Commerce, the following letter was addressed to the 


chairman :— 
Foreign Office, December 28, 1870. 

S1r,—In reply to your letter of the 30th of September, I am directed 
by Earl Granville to state to you that the instructions as to the course 
to be observed by British naval officers in China, for the protection of 
British interests, have been misapprchended. 

The general purport of those instructions was that Her Majesty’s naval 
forces are only actively to be employed in China for the protection of 
British life and property, wher actually imperilled by acts directed 
against them by Chinese authorities, or by the violence of the Chinese 
populace, which those authorities might be unable or unwilling to con- 
trol; and although it is not expressly stated, yet it is clearly to bo in- 
ferred from the tenour of the instructions that it would be consistent 
with their spirit and with the policy of Her Majesty’s Government, that 
the Senjor Naval Officer on the spot, if satisfied that an attack on the 
British Settlement at any of the ports, and especially at Shanghai was 
imminent, shonld disembark and maintain on shore, till the danger was 
passed, a body of marines, which, however, it would be desirable, if 
possible, to relieve daily or frequently from the ships. 

T am to add that it appears from despatches received from Mr. Wade 
that he had arranged with Vice-Admiral Sir H. Kelle tt, on the 25th of 
September last, for marines to be landed from ler Majesty’s ships, 
should occasion require it, in accordance with these views of Her Ma- 
jesty’s Government. The Admiral will dispose the force under his 
orders in the manner best ;calculated, in his ;judgment, to afford ade- 
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Her Majesty’s Government entirely approve of your having pointed 
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quate protection at the several ports; and if the reinforcement of :na- 
tines which has been sent to him should not be considered by him suffi- 
cient, he is authorised, in concert with Mr. Wade, to anply to the 
commanding officers of Hor Majesty’s forces at Hong Kong and in 
Japan for a detachment of troops. 

Her Majesty's Government, however, eannot too earnestly caution all 
Her Majesty’ subjects in China, and more especially those connected 
with religious societies, scrupulously to abstain at this period of excite, 
ment from any proceedings which may be calculated to bring them into 
collision with the Chincse authorities or people, or to encourage them- 
by the manifestation of suspicion or alarm, to overt acts of disorder 
and violence. Her Majesty’s subjects may be assured of the interest 
taken by their Government in the security of their persons end their 
property; but, on the other hand, Her Majesty’s Government feel that 
they may require of British subjects to refraia from any proceedings 
likely to be misunderstood by the Chinese, and so imperil both.—I 
om, &c., (Signed) E. Hammoyp. 


On the following day Lord Granvitte wrote to Mr. 
WAndE :— 


Although the immediate danger by which the maintenance of friendly 
relations between foreign nations and China was threatened may, it is 
to be hoped, be considered to be removed by the satisfaction tendered 
to, and accepted by, the French Chargé d’Affaires in atonement of the 
massacre of French subjects at Tientsin in the month of June last, yet 
it is impossible for Her Majesty’s Government to accept the tardy and 
reluctant consent of the Chinese Government to do justice in a case in 
which the feclings of all Christian nations were so enlisted. as suffi- 
cient to efface the displeasure which they have felt in regard to these 
matters. 

You will state to Prince Kung that Her Majesty’s Government are 
anxious to maintain friendly relations with China, but that it will be 
impossible for them to do so unless the same anxiety is shown on the 
part of the Chinese Government. For Her Majesty’s Government can- 
not shut their eyes to the serious consequences which any interruption 
of fricndship between the two countries would involve, and they would 
earnestly press the Chinese Government to co-operate with them in 
averting them. 

They do so with the more confidence because they feel assured that if 
the Chinese Government will only exert the power and influence which it 
possesses, there will be no difficulty in preventing the recurrence of such 
disasters as those which have lately caused so much irritation in the 
minds of foreigners, and which have twice threatened to render the 
continuance of the foreign Legation at Peking incompatible with the 
honour and interests of their Governments. But you will explain to 
the Chinese Government the full importance of their withdrawal, and 
the consequences to which such a state of things would be but too likely 
to lead; and you will deduce from such explanation the importance of 
watching over the safety of the foreign community, repressing the il- 
legal conduct of local authorities, and punishing disorder committed by 
the lower classes ; of strictly observing the provisions of Treaties and 
promptly redressing wrongs done in violation of them, as affurding the 
surest and most effectual guarantee for peace between China and foreign 
nations, and the development, to their common advantage, of a healthy 
and lucrative commerce.—I am, &c., (Signed) GRANVILLE. 


Prince Kuno’s letter to M. de RoonzcHovaar, recapitulating 
the terms of indemnity, runs thus :— 





October 18, 1870. 

I have had the honour to receive from your Excellency, with refer- 
ence to the events at Tientsin, a despatch expressing the indignation 
and pain which they had produced. To this document was appended a 
list of victims. 

The news of misfortunes so unexpected was for as a cause of great 
affliction. 

For many years China and France have been on friendly terms ; no 
one expected such a catastrophe. Even now we are overwhelmed with 
confusion and sorrow. 

It has been decided that a sum of Tls.25,000 shall be paid as indem- 
nity, which, in pursuance of the decisions of the Department of Finance, 
your Excellency will receive from the Administration of the Customs of 
Kiang-nan and Koang-Tong for subsequent division, in conformity with 
the appended account, among the families of the Congul Fontanier, of 
the other officials, and of the merchants. The Church will receive what 
is due to it. 

On the 12th inst. your despatch reached me, informing me that the 
material losses sustained by the religious establishments and others 
amounted to the sum of Tls.210,000. The Hou-pou has already decided 
that the payment of this reimbursement shall be made by the Maritime 
Customs of Tientsin. 

Such is the object of the present communication.

cessity of such a strict observance of their Treaty engagements as may 
insure the future maintenance of the friendly intercourse with other 
countries in which the political and commercial interests of the Empire 
are so greatly concerned. : ; 

















“UNDER THE DRAGON’S FOOTSTOOL.” 

Such is the title under which Mr. Ross Browne has contributed 
to the Overland Monthly Magazine the narrative of his diplomatic 
“experiences ” at the Court of Peking, ‘alluded to in our last 
issue, while noticing the same gentleman’s “ manifestations ” in 
a San Francisco paper. How we have been disappointed with 
this effusion may be guessed from this extract from Mr. Browne’s 
exordium in his new medium :— 

Never was the public mind better prepared for a acw sensation than 
during the winter of 1867-8. The foreign market had apparently been 
exhausted of its novelties, Mr. Phimréas Barnum was resting upon his 
laurels, The Japanese jugelers had completed their performances. Mr. 
George Francis Train was ia prison. Another visit frum the Prince of 
Wales was not anticipated. No new Kossuth was advertised ; and no 
popular vent seemed available for the pent-up hospitality of a generous 
nation. . . . . e In the midst of this depressing 
quietude, a thrilling rumour reached us; strange and doubtful at first, but 
soon swelling into a sublime diapason of exultant strains. The ancient 
Empire of China had risen from its dead sleep of ages, brushed away 
the cobwebs from its eyes, yawned in dreary wonder at the mushroom 
growth of nations around it, and now, under the inepiration of a gencrous 
policy, was tapping at the doors of Chistendom, and asking to be ad- 
mitted into the cheerful family of adolescent Powera. ; 


Having entered on his subject in this style (which wants no- 
thing of Artemus Ward’s except his peculiar humour and his 
odd spelling), Mr. Browne proceeds to describe his countrymen’s 
idea of the duties to which he was appointed :— ms 

An American Minister to China may write or speak what he pleases, 
when or where he pleases, provided it be what the popular voice at home 
pleases. It need not necessurily be trae, but it must be acceptable. No 
Minister who desires to retain his position, or the approval of hig Go- 
vernment, is permitted to see any facts not expressly prepared by Pro- 
vidence under the supervision of the Department of State, entertain 
any opinions not endorsed and warranted by the party in power, or arrive 
at any conclusions which do not pander to the self-conceit or subserve 
the pecuniary interest of a sensational press, or tle blind assumptions of 
an uureasoning public. 

The little bit about “a sensational press” and an “ unreason- 
ing public’ comes with a strange grace from the author of the 
following rhapsody :— . 

Addressed to a people surcharged with humanity and‘ overflowing 
with brotherly love, mercurial and sympathetic, yearning to fold all 
mankind in a fraternal embrace, the affectionate assurances of regard 
given by the Embassy at San Francisco were received with acclamations 
of approval. 

The reception given to the Chinese Embassadors (as Mr. Browne 
calls them) in New York must certainly have somewhat startled 
the propriety of the Oriental mind, when, as Mr. Browne tells 
us— 

Several hundred bewitching females, under the charge of General 
Spinner, rushed from their desks and surrounded the dazzled and be- 
wildered mandarins, who had never seen such a display of gushing 
beauty, untrammelled by conventional prejudicee, in all their experience 
at the city of Peking. : 

But the great event of the times was the introduction of the Embassy 
to the President of the United States. Mr. Secretary Seward, in virtue 
of his office, was supposed to have contrived all the diplomatic para- 
phernalia. It iseven hinted that he had prepared the President’s speech. 
Certainly that production bears the peculiar impress of his genius. The 
Embassy was fortunate in seeing the President at all. 

The entree of the mission was a success. Forth flashed the inspiring 
intelligence over the clectric wires. Streams of champagne and senti- 
ment had scarcely ceased to flow on the Pacific Coast, when the Atlan- 
tic States caught up the glorious hosanna of fraternity, and reprogress- 
ing with railroad speed, and young America sat on top, waving the star- 
spangled banner, and shouting, in exultant tones, Hail Columbia. 


But a treaty was necessary. The public clamoured for some tangible 
results. The fraternal relations so happily established between the 
Dragon and the Eagle must be cemented according to international 
usage, So a new treaty was made—or rather new articles containing 
old principles were added to the old treaty. What mattered it thut 
nobody understood the object or the meaning? Commonplace diplo- 
macy could make commonplace treaties intelligible to the ordinary 
understanding ; but it required very uncommon diplomacy to make a 
troaty which might moan anything or nothing as occasion might require. 


Diplomacy has been explained as the art of concealing the truth. If 
there was anything concealed in these articles of the least practical value 
either to China or the United States, it was done with marvellous skill, 
for the fact has not yet been discovered. : - : . . . 

Almost simultaneously with the treaty came those sumptuous ban- 
quets at New York and Boston, in which the bewildered mandarins 
were submerged in rivers of wine, wit, and sentiment. ‘ . - 
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- Ample justice was done to the memory of that unfortunate Boston 
lunatic, who, assuming that the earth revolved daily on its axis, pro- 
posed to go to China by going up in a. balloon and waiting till China 
came round, then letting off the gas and dropping gently down; for 
had not this grand conception been realised? Had not China come 
round to us? ° . . . . . . : . . ° 

Even beauty and innocence paid homage to the native emissaries of 
the Imperial Dragon; they were ogled, and flattered, and flirted with, 
in a manner that must have gratified their vanity if it did not move 
their hearts ; and the sentiments expressed on many a festive occasion 
were smelted through the glowing crucibles of fancy into treasures of 
amatory verse. 


- Here is Mr. Browne’s account of the causes of his appointment 
to the Court at Peking, and what it led to :— 


Peculiar qualifications were needed for the position of American Mi- 
nister. It required profound statesmanship and skilful diplomacy. 
The representative of American interests at that brilliant Court shoald 
be a man of imposing personal appearance, enlarged and liberal views, 
of profound research in ethical philosophy ; but, above all, he should 
be thoroughly permeated with the new policy of conciliation. 


‘The President, incapable of appreciating the humanitarian aspect of 
the queation, nominated for the vacant position a citizen of California, 
whose chief recommendation was that he was utterly unknown in the 
political world. So far as common repute went, he had never been con- 
victed of any infamous crime. The only serious charge against him was, 
that he had contributed some sketchy articles to the periodicals of theday. 
Had he belonyed to the honourable fraternity of hod-carriers, he might 
hate escaped censure because of his calling, but it was urged with some 
show of reason that there were ex-Senators, Governors, and members of 
Congress enough to fill the vacancy withont descending into the ranks 
of literature. Our national representatives, it must be confessed, were 
exempt from this species of degradation. Nobody could fairly suspect 
them of being addicted to literary pursuits. 


Mr. Browne’s account of his recall is equally graphic :— 


Scarcely had a year elapsed when it was announced that our erratic 
Minister had once more landed on the shores of America. Like a bad 
penny, he was back again. A furious tempest was brewing ; ominous 
clouds were gathering on the public brow; from every point rever- 
berated deep mutterings of the coming storm. Willingly would the 
victim of popular dissatisfaction have sought refuge in the haven of 
private life, but an outraged and indignant press dragged him forth, 
and held him up to universal execration. ‘‘ No sooner was he pitchforked 
by some strange chance into a diplomatic Mission” (to use the lan- 
guage of a religious journal), than he reversed the enlightened policy of 
his predecessor ; clapped a pistol to Prince Kung’s head ; called upon 
that functionary to hurry up with his improvements; put a torpedo 
under the projected telegraphs and railways, and blew them all sky-high ; 
rebuilt the ponderous walls of China, which had been go adroitly 
levelled ; sold himself to the British, bargained with the French, and 
then performed the one gratifying act of his official career-—came home. 


OUR NAVAL FORCES IN CHINA. 
(ARMY AND NAVY GAZETTE.) 

We last week alluded to the circumstance that our naval forces on 
the coast of China were deficient in gunboats. This is a fact which 
cannot be gainsaid, and which is sadly to be lamented when we take 
into consideration the great interests we have at stake, not only on 
the large seaboard which extends from Hong Kong to the mouth of 
the Peiho, but in Japan and among the cluster of islands which con- 
stitute the Eastern Archipelago. The matter is really worse than we 
were at firat led to expect. The greater part of the small craft now 
under the orders of Vice-Admiral Sir Henry Kellett consists of 
the Starling and Woodcock class, built in a hurry when we had 
the prospect of a lengthened war with Russia before us. They 
were despatched to China, not without some forebodings on the 
part of those who took upon themselves the responsibility of 
sending them upon so long and so perilous a voyage. They, how- 
ever, by good luck, and, we must add, by good management, 
arrived out in safety, after touching at many intermediate ports on the 
way. They have, however, from that time to the present moment 
been a source of anxiety to commanding officers, and the relatives and 
friends of the Starling's crew were lately in a state of grievous anxiety, 
which was only relieved by intelligence received by the last overland 
mail.. Then, as if to shame us into doing something more creditable 
to us as the first naval nation in the world, the Russians have on the 
station a powerful force to which we cannot hold a candle. Who is to 
blame for this state of matters? Naturally, if the attention of the 
Board of Admiralty be not directed to the subject by the senior officers 
who should carry out the behests of their lordships, the latter cannot 
well be blamed for not recklessly disburaing the public money 
in opposition to the views of those who should be better in- 
formed than themselves, or in the face of returns which appear to 
be satisfactory ; but if, on the other hand, reasonable complaints have 
been made and passed over unheeded, fault must lie at the door of 
some one. We are not among those who think odium should be at- 
tached to the executive portion of the Admiralty for any short- 
comings which may exist on this head. The sea lords, as a rule, are 
perhaps too much inclined to err on the other side. Their experience 
has taught them that if we wish our flag to be respected, and if we are 
ambitious to maintain our supremacy on the ocean, we must have both 
ships and men, and, as they have not passed an apprenticeshlp in a 
a manufactory or in a workshop, they are not apt to place that value 
on money which the thrifty trader does. They are not likely, there- 
fore, to have turned a deaf ear upon remonstrances emanating from a 
brother officer with whose troubles they can well sympathise. It cannot 
be denied that under the rule, and especially under the latter part of it, 
of the late Controller of the Navy there existed a tendency to be satis- 
fied with makeahifte ; in ahort, patch-work, from the moment that Mr. 
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Baxter took office, was in the ascendant, and is still in favour. The 

ublic have a right to fix upon the honourable member for Montrose 
br the beggarly state to which, under his auspices, the naval service 
of England has been reduced, as he boldly announced the other night 
in his place in Parliament that he was no storekeeper ; but we will 
allow him to speak for himself :—“ Further, he would tell the hon. 
member for Portsmouth that he had mistaken his (Mr. Baxter's) posi- 
tion when he compared it to that of a storekeeper in the Navy. He 
was responsible for the buying and selling of all naval stores; but that 
was only a small portion of hiaduty. Hedeemed himself responsible to 
the First Lord for the naval administration of the country.” These are 
big words; and while Mr. Baxter remains at Whitehall, we shall not be 
at a loss for a scapegoat. The absence of Mr. Childers from his office for 
a sufficient space of time to give hima fair chance of recovering his 
health cannot materially affect the well-being of the navy, and when 
he is enabled once more vigorously to discharge the duties of his 
office, we shall be much surprised.if the state of our flotilla in the 
China seas be not immediately taken into consideration irrespectively 
of any opposition which may be raised by the Financial Secretary 
and his civilian assistants. In the meantime, we would beg leave 
again to impress upon the new Controller of the Navy that we have 
nothing in China wherewith to oppose the five heavily-armed and 
swift Russian gunboats, unless we except the flagship Ocean and the 
despatch vessel Salamis. We have performed our duty in opening up 
the question, and we feel ange that Captain Hall will not allow 
it to drop until he is satisfied in his own mind that we have an effi- 
cient force where to be without one would be both neglectful and cri- 
m oo,

HOUSE OF COMMONS. 
§ THE CHINA AND JAPAN CONSULAR REPORTS. 

Mr. Wurre asked the Under-Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs 
when the remaining portion of the China and Japan Consular Reports for 
the year 1869 would be issued, and if arrangements could be made for 
their earlier publication ; and when the Consular Reports from Saigon, 
Batavia, Sarawak, Bangkok, and Manila would be issued. 

Lord Enrievv (Under-Secretary for Foreign Affairs) : The only China 
returns for 1869 which have not yet been published are those from 
Shanghai and Taiwan, which were received after the close of the 
Session, in September and December. They are now in the printer's 
hands. (See ‘‘China,” No. 12, 1870.) All the Japan reports and re- 
turns have been published. (See ‘ Japan,” No. 4, 1870.) The returns 
and report from Bangkok (our only station in Siam) were also laid 
last Session. (See “China,” No. 7, 1870.) The reason of the delay 
in publishing some reports ig that it has been the custom to lay 
them before. Parliament first, and to keep over those which arrive 
too late to be laid till the next Session. No Consular reports for the 
last two years have been received either from Saigon or Batavia; the 
former is an unpaid post, and at the latter there {s a trading consul, 
and their communications with the Home Government are not quite 
so punctual as wonld be expected from salaried officers. The last 
commercial report from Sarawak was printed in September, 1869, and 
from Manila, in April, 1870. There has been hardly time to receive 
last year’s report from the Manila Consulate. 


POSTAGE VIA BRINDISI. 

Mr. Maentao asked the Postmaster-General whether he would en- 
deavour to procure from the foreign Governments through whose ter- 
ritory the mails for the Kast r/a Brindisi have to pass a reduction in 
the present heavy postal charges. 

Mr. Monet (the Postmaster-General) said the transit rates referred 
to were payable to the Governments of Belgium, North Germatr, and 
Italy. Those payable to the North German Post-office were fixed by 
4 convention concluded as recently as last April, and those payable to 
the Italian Government were settled only the other day. None of the 
rates charged were considered excessive, and as they had beéh go re- 


cently fixed he feared nothing would be gained by asking for a reduc. 
tion at present. (Hear, hear.) 


THE GULF OF MANAAR.—ADAM'S BRIDGE. 

(24th.) Sir J. Eurutnstong rose to call the attention of the House 
to the necessity of cutting through Adam's Bridge and thereby obviat- 
ing the necessity of circumnavigating the Island of Ceylon. Thesub- 
ject was one of the greatest commercial importance, and it had been 
broucht several times under the notice of the Indiad Government. A 
committee, over which he had had the honour to preaide, which satin 1863, 
had recommended that the Indian Government should cut a navigable 
canal through Adam's Bridye, with a view of shortening the present 
route to the Bay of Bengal by 363 miles, but, from that time to the 
present, no steps had been taken in the matter. That the trade which 
would be benefited by the execution of the proposed works was not 
&o unimportant one was showh from the fact that it had increased 
from 70,000 tons in 1829 to 200,000 in last year. Having twice visited 
the locality he was in a position to aay that no difficulty whatever 
would have to be encountered in executing the proposed works. 
The opening of the Suez Canal had occasioned the Indian trade 
to be carried on almost entirely by steam vessels, and in the 
course of two or three years not a single sailing vessel would be 
engage! in the traffic. The Colonial Government at Ceylon had de- 
| terminated to make a large and deep-water harbour at Colombo, and 

if the proposed canal were cut there would be a saving of 250 miles 
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between that port and Madras. The navigation of Gulf Manaar was 
the safest in the world, and it appeared from the annual reports of the 
India Presidencies, which, from tho clear and ample manner in which 
they treated all Indian questions, he should be glad to see in the 
library of the House, that in the course of last year 2,222 vessels 
passed through the existing channel, through Adam's Bridge, of which, 
although they were navigated by natives, only two were lost. What 
he now proposed was that the Indian Government should cut a canal 
500 yards in width through a promontory in the Madras Presidency, 
for a distance of two miles anda half, the height of the land being 
twelve feet, at an estimated expense of £91,000, whereby a magnificent 
harbour, cohtaining sixteen miles of smooth and deep water, would be 
obtained. Last year 117,000 bales of cotton were shipped at very great 
risk and expense, whereas if the harbour to which he was referring were 
constracted the ships could load at jetties along the shore, to which the 
cotton could be conveyed by means of a short branch line of railway. 
The province of Madura, in the Madras Presidency, wag extremely 
rich in cattle, sheep, and other produce, but the harbour at Point 
de Galle, by which it must at present be approached, was one of the 
most incommodious that could be found on any coast. The Madras 
Presidency had already eighty-nine miles of canals, one, of nine miles 
in length, having been recently constructed for the purpose of con- 
necting Madras with the great rice- producing district of Pennair, but 
the Indian Government would not incur the expense of making the two 
and a half miles of which he was speaking, because the opening of such 
a canal would be an Imperial question, and ought, in their opinion, 
to be defrayed out of the Imperial funds. As the making of the canal 
would save vessels making the voyage to Calcutta 730 miles of eailing, 
shipowners would be willing to pay avery handsome toll for the pee: 
lege of passing through the canal, and so the work would be self-sup- 
porting. He desired further to say afew words in regard to another 
question connected with maritime matters on the coast of India. It 
had been stated that there were forty lighthouses on the coast of India, 
extending from the Persian boundary at Beloochistan to the limits of 
the kingdom of Siam at Tenasserim, a distance of 4,000 miles, but to 
his own knowledge there were thirty points between Bombay and Cape 
Comorin where lighthouses were so much wanted that ships had to 
make much longer passages and to run far greater risks than would be 
the case ifthe shore was properly lighted. Havingsailed along 1,200 miles 
of the coast of India in the course of last year, he could say that there was 
no civilised country in the world worse off for necessary coast light and 
harbour accommodation. If the channel had been in the hands of M. de 
Lesseps, he would have done in nine months what the Government of 
India has taken as many years to accomplish. By means of the dredges 
used by M. de Lesseps on the Suez Canal, the great rivers of India 
mignat be rendered navigable and useful for the purposes of carrying 
the inland produce to the coast for shipment during the whole year, 
instead of during a part of it only, as was the case at present. The 
Lan of making harbours in India was in so backward a state that 

jere were not to be found on the whole Continent harbour works of 
equal magnitude with those which had been constructed by private 
enterprise at Grimsby, on our own coast. (Hear, hear.) To sum up 
his object in bringing this question forward, it was to save the mer- 
cantile marine of Great Britain from the expense of 700 miles more 
of satling than was neceseary in making the voyage to Calcutta, and 
from the riek of sailing round one of the most stormy and disagrec- 
able promontories in the world. (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. J. B. Smitu supported the view taken by the hon. member, 
and said the question was one of so great importance that the Indian 

ernment could not much longer avoid the necessity of looking 
into it. 

Mr. Eastwick was surprised that so little had been done by the 
Government to carry out the recommendations of the Gummittce of 
1862 in reference to this among other Indian questions. One of the 
great advantages of carrying out the recommendations of the hon. 
baronet was that it would encourage the coasting trade, and a still 
greater advantage would be found in the fact that the scheme would 
involve and include the construction of a new harbour near the coast, 
which harbour would be found of almost incalculable advantage in 
case of war breaking out in that part of the Queen's dominions. 

Colonel Syxss, in face of the very great advantage which would be 
secured at a comparatively small cost by carrying out the plan which 
had been laid before the House, hoped Her Majesty's Government 
would take the matter in hand. 

Mr. Grant Durr (Under-Secretary for India) did not doubt the ad- 
vantage which would be gained by having a deep water channel be- 
tween Ceylon and the coast of India. but the first qnestion was who 
was to construct it. (Hear.) The, Government of Ceylon had not 
hitherto considered its subjects sufficiently interested in the matter 
to make it any part of its duty to expend the very considerable sam 
of money that would be necessary in order to carry out the work. If 
any channel were to be made for the purposes to which the hon. 
baronet alluded, was it to be made by the Imperial Government? The 
Imperial Government had refused to have anything to do with the 
matter. Its Admiralty said it was possible that some advantage would 
be derived to large ships by the making out of the route suggested by 
the hon. baronet; but with regard to ships of war, it was perfectly clear 
that route would have no value, because they had always been accus- 
tomed to touch at Trincomalee. The hon. baronet, perhaps, was 
aware that for the last forty-two years the Indian authorities had 
becn paying considerable sums for deepening the channel through the 
Straits. The hon. gentleman was aware, he believed, that a very large 
amount of Indian shipping now went through that channel. He was 
further aware that if the Government were to alter their plans, and 
adopt the plan which he now proposed, the whole of the money that 
had been spent in deepening that channel would be completely thrown 
away. The Government, as at present advised, had no intention of 
throwing over the plans upon which thcy had hitherto been working. 
Passing from that subject to the much larger snbject to which the 
hon. baronet referred—the question of lig totes and other maris 
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time improvements on the Indian coast—Mr. Grant Duff was very 
far from denying that thers was an immense deal to do on the [ndian 

| coast with reference to that subject. But when the hon. baronet com- 
pared the harbour works in India with the harbour works in this 
country, he should remember the different amount of capital that was 
expendable for such purposes in India and in England. He could 
not give the hon. baronet much hope, but he could assure him that 
the Indian Government would devote their attention as much as pos- 
sible to the improvement of the harbours and lighthouses around the 
shores of Indla.

On the motion of Mr. Bouvente, a select committee was appointed 
to inquire into the Diplomatic and Consular services and their main- 
tenance on the efficient policy required by the political and com- 
mercial interests of the country. 


NAVAL AND MILITARY.

Commander T. M. Maquay (1867) has been appointed to the com- 
mand of the Ringdove, vacant by the accidental drowning of Com- 
mander Brooks, Commander Maquay proceeded- to China by the 
last mail. The Lords of the Admiralty have approved of the promo- 
tion (by Sir Henry Kellett) of Lieutenant R. L. Byng and Sub-Lieu- 
tenant E. Chichester, of Her Majesty's ship Ocean, to the rank of Com- 
mander and Lieutenant respectively. 

We believe the first step towards increasing the China squadron will 
be the commissioning, .in a few weeks, of the Endymion, screw frigate, 
21 guns, 2,486 tons burthen, 500-horae power, for that station, The 
Endymion is now at Portamouth. 

A pasereph in the Army Estimates states that the Oeylon Rifle 
Corps will be reduced by two companies on the withdrawal of the 
troops from Labuan, which are to be replaced by a police force.

THE DESPATCHES ON THE TIENTSIN MASSACRE. 
Tue extracts from the “Correspondence Relating to the 
Massacre of Europeans at Tientsin,” just issued in the form 
of a Blue-book, which we publish in another column, will be 
read with painful interest, and, we think we may add, with 
general disappointment at the position which our Govern- 
ment assumed from the commencement of the proceedings 
which followed on that catastrophe. Up to the publication 
of the present volume it was the general impression that the 
indecisive and undemonstrative conduct of Her Maszsry’s 
Minister at Peking after the commission of the outrage was 
entirely due to Mr. Wape’s own ideas of “ policy.” We 
must own that we shared in that impression, and that 
we fully expected that the Government had acceded to 
the representations of the foreign merchants, who met 
in London, at least so far as to have instructed Mr. 
Wave to assume a position more consistent with the 
character of an English Minister, and better calculated 
to secure the safety of our countrymen in China. But 
so far from urging Mr. WanE to a more straightforward 
and dignified course, Lord GranviLLE appears to have praised 
him the most when he was doing the least, while the feeble 
interest which the Foreign Secretary exhibited in the in- 
quiries he instituted concerning Miss O’Sutuivan, and the 
utter failure of anything like definite information—as if the 
subject were merely touched on asa matter of form—vwill 
excite a feeling of indignation among all who can sympathise 
with the survivors of the butchery at Tientsin. 


THE SUBMARINE CABLES FOR CHINA. 
Tue Great Northern Extension Telegraph Company have 
chartered the steamer Africa, of about 2,500 tons, for the 
purpose of conveying the section of the submarine cable to 
be laid from Vladiwastok (Possiette) to Nagasaki, while the 
Great Northern, expected from China in a fortnight, will take 
on board the section to connect Nagasaki and Shanghai, 
about 1,200 miles of cable in all. Itis expected that these 
vessels will be despatched about the 15th April, via Suez 
Canal, calling at Singapore and Hong Kong en route. Under 
favourable circumstances, the cable will be laid down ‘and 
communication established about the 15th July. As already 
announced, the land lines through Russia to Viadiwastok 
are now in operation, thus affording a direct chain of com- 
munication from London to Shanghai. This Company are 
also laying a cable from Shanghai to Hong Kong, which will 
probably be completed on the turn of the monsoon in April, 
The Telegraph Construction Company, under contract 
to the China Submarine Company, have despatched the 
vessels named in a late number with the cable to con- 
nect Singapore and Hong Kong, and this line will, barring 
accidents, be completed in April. Tho cable to connect Aus- 
tralia and Java will also be despatched in a few months, 
The project started in Hong Kong for connecting Siam, 
Saigon, Manila, and Hong Kong, the land lines for which 
were last year despatched to Singapore, is, we believe, likely 
to be carried out, either on its original footing, or by an 
amalgamation with another company.

Of course we refer to the long-talked-of 
navigable canal, which, by a cutting of two or three miles, 
will shorten the voyage to the Bay of Bengal by 730 miles, 
and the projected improvements of the harbour at Galle, 
Both these works, the former especially, can be carried out 
at a cost in itself trifling compared with the advantages they 
will confer; but there is nofurther connection between the two 
schemes than the illustration they both supply of the chronic 
apathy of the residents in Ceylon. The Canal claims prece- 
dence over the harbour, and we were therefore glad to find 
that Sir James ELpainstons brought this matter before the 
House of Commons in the emphatic manner reported in aa- 
other column ; and, from the feeling exhibited by the House 
on this occasion, we trust that our friends in Ceylon will at 
length rouse themselves to a sense of the responsibility they in- 
cur in shutting out, even for a time, their countrymen from the 
employment of ashort cut which is imperatively demanded 
by the commerce of the East. It is not to be tolerated that 
Ceylon should “stop the way” in a matter of so much 
urgency ; and the public of Ceylon will show as little re 
gard for their dignity as for their interests if they allow 
such a petty amount as £90,000, which is all that is re- 
quired to make the canal navigable for stea.mers, to be raised 
by direct taxation for the purpose, or relegated to the tender 
mercies of joint-stock enterprise at home, instead of carrying 
out the work themselves by means of a loan, which, it has 
been proved beyond doubt, must repay itself in the course 
of a few years by sheer toll, to say nothing cf the collateral 
advantages the increased traffic would bring. 





MAILS VIA BRINDISI. 

Wira reference to complaints which have been made of 
correspondence from China by French mail steamers, marked 
and stamped via Brindisi, reaching this country via France, 
the following reply has been received to a remonstrance ad- 
dressed to the Postmaster-General. This proves that the 
delay has been occasioned by the method in which the mails 
are made up in the Post-office at Hong Kong. 

“In reply to your letter of the 15th instant, I have to acquaint you 
that the newspapers of which you enclosed the covera were received 
via France in a mail from China conveyed by French packet, which

It is intended that the railway, starting 
from the town, should have its first station at the Tanjong 
Pagar Dock ; the second, at ‘the Wharf of the Borneo Com- 
pany ; and thence be continued through the premises of the 
P. and O. Company to those of the Patent Slip and Dook

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WE are happy to announce that the Prince Hicasmi Fu- 
SHTMI No. Mrva, uncle to the Mixano, and at present the 
heir apparent to the Throne, has been courteously treated 
by our Foreign-office. Lord GranvituE called upon the 
Prince, and subsequently arranged for his presentation to 
Her Masesty on the 21st .inst., together with the Baron von 
Sresop, who bas been engaged in the preliminary arrange- 
ments for the Prinoxr’s studies. The Prince and his at- 
tendants will shortly leave London for this purpose, and it 
is probable that his stay in Europe will extend to five years. 
The Japanese Minister of Finance, Iro, who is now in the 
United States, with the view of gathering information as to 
the mode of conducting financial matters in America, bas 
been presented to the Presipent. It is expected that he 
will visit Europe before returning to Japan. 


It will be observed in our Parliamentary intelligence that 
Mr. Warrs has called the attention of the Foreign-office to 
the delay in the publication of the Consular Reports from 
China, &c. These reports are becoming more interesting 
every year. Our Consuls really seem to vie with each 
other in giving information which their position enables 
them to obtain, but which loses half its valae by the present 
system of first forwarding them to Peking, and then being 
kept at the Foreign-office for months before publication, Mr. 
Maentac has mooted the question of postage, and we trust 
the Chambers of Commerce have forwarded Memorials, as we 
suggested. 


In consequence of the favourable reports of the tranquil 
condition of the China ports received in the recent telegrams 
_ from Mr. Wave to the Foreign-office, we understand that 
orders have been forwarded from the Admiralty to the Naval 
Commander-in-Chief on the China station to despatch the 
detachment of Marines, which sailed on board the Juno 
some months since, direct to Yokohama, on the arrival of 
that vessel at Hong Kong. 


Tue members of the Delegate Government at Bordeaux 
have received Counc How in a favourable manner, and have 
ordered apartments for him and his suite. Mr. H. O. Brown,

The report of the Telegraph Construction and Maintenance
